Sir : I have the honor to advise you that from December 18 to 24, 
inclusive, 1898, the cases of smallpox in the Lorenzo Marquez hospital 
were as follows : 

Cases in the hospital on December 18, 11 ; entered, 1 ; discharged, 3 ; 
died, 1 ; remaining on December 24, 1898, 8. 

The smallpox is now dying out, as it generally does with the coming 
of the hot weather.
